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IRELAND AND THE WAR. 
Letter from Mr, Moreton Frewen. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Tho Irish dilemma is, I think, unlike 
anything in recent history, and a noteworthy 
portion of the universal difficulty which you, 
sir, must experience every day is the prodigious 
difficulty of writing anything that does not add 
fuel to that fiery furnace—political passion. 
That, as I say, is the universal difficulty which 
affects every human being on the globe; but are 
the sectional difficulties any less? lt is 
abundantly clear that, were Great Britain, from 
John of Groats’ House to the Lizard unanimous, 
she cannot settle the Irish question. All she 
can possibly do is to partition Ireland, and that 
is no settlement; it is, indeed, a little worse 
than was the status quo ante the Home Rule 
Act, She has by the mouth of the authorised 
spokesmen of both parties promised no coercion 
of Ulster; thus the only alternative is partition. 
Next, suppose that we in England washed our 
hands of it, and transferred the settlement to 
our new Ally in arms, the United States. What 
would men such as Wilson and Root and Murray, 
Butler, and Page, and Lodge and Choate—tak- 
ing these brilliant thinkers as representatives of 
American thought and action—what would 
America do? Would America advise the coer- 
cion of Ulster? ‘'o ask such a question is to 
answer it, Without doubt, America would cite 
the Maine precedent. The State of Maine was 
formerly a number of counties in the north-east 
section of the good State of Massachussetts, 
These counties demanded the right to leave the 
parent State. A few voices there were in Boston 
who cried in the wilderness for coercion and for 
Federal troops. It was decided to submit the 
appeal to a referendum. The seceding counties 
got their requisite majority, and the good State 
of Maine was thus cradled, a State that in the 
last thirty years has sent more brilliant minds 
to Congress than any other—Blaine and “Czar” 
Reed, and Hale, Fry, Dingley, and Boutwell. I 
am convinced that, if the decision were left to 
the United States, Ireland would be partitioned, 
and therefore, for the purpose of an Irish settle- 
ment, America is of no earthly use. Then 
again, would greater Britain, with a free hand, 
help us out? Would greater Britain coerce 
Ulster? Why, Canada and Australia—the whole 
record of their triumphant democracy has been 
in partition and partition, and again partition, 
a process which will proceed indefinitely until 
British Columbia has evolved a score of States 
each larger than Wales. 

Is, then, this Irish dilemma insoluble? 
statesmanship, in the current jargon, “ bank- 
rupt P No doubt, for this immediate emer- 
gency itis. A little later, when the opportunity 
permits us to set our vast house in order, we 
shall arrive at the only possible solution—four 
States in one federation. i 

Let me now recall an episode of Rome—how 
the solid earth had yawned for the destruction 
of the Eternal City, and, the augurs having 
declared that only the immolation of the very 
noblest thing she possessed would close the gulf, 
Curtius in full armour rode gallantly into the 
chasm, which then closed over him. Is Ulster 
the noblest thing Ireland possesses, and would 
Ulster play the réle of Curtius? Yes! without 
doubt; Uister would offer herself up on the 
altar of Empire did she recognise that there 
is no other alternative. 

Now let us seo what the lesson of this war is. 
Let me suggest to you to review with the fulness 
it merits Mr. H. G. Wells's new book, “ War 
and the Future,” especially Chapter 4, Section á. 
Mr. Wells concludes that only an industrially 
organised State can ever gain hope to make war. 
An agrarian State can never do it. A State, to 
be “ militarist,” must somewhere within it have 
a great, modern, industrial up-to-date equip- 
ment; great power-plants and machine-shops, 
able without delay to drop out of the fabrics 
of peace in order to turn out “land ironclads,” 
aeroplanes, endless motor-lorries for the rapid 
movement of infantry and supplies. From this 
view-point of the future which is, Mr. Wells de- 
clares, the unquestioned verdict of the experts, 
French and English, Belfast may be a monace 
to Dublin, but never Dublin to Belfast. It re- 
plies also to those who affect to discern 
great dangers in the future in pan-Slavism. 

Thus Ireland will really never see the sacri- 
fice of her Curtius. The great guif fixed, did 
but Curtine know it, is aa level as the Ourragh. 
Ulster can afford then to run the risk for the 
Empire's sake, because there is no risk. Did 
she but pick up the cards of destiny that are 
already dealt her, she would discover that she 
holds, because of her industrial and 
geographical position, a “ Roval Flush.” The 
stakes on the table are immense; the greater 
then the delight in holding a Royal Flush in 
such a crisis. Belfast is the Fssen of Ireland, 
and always must be, and Belfast knows this, 
and, deep down, is not in the least afraid of 
“Home Rule’’—only sulky. Well, sir, what one 
man in the public life of to-day is not only 
not sulky, but as to his political hereafter afraid 
also? Let Ulster but “ buck up” and Ireland 
will be all right 

Ireland ove State of four States, not any 
longer, as some of ua have thought, two States 
of a Federation of five—that is the road we 
find just ahead. We ehall all sleep the sounder, 
and ao especially will New York, if Ulster 
comes to Dublin, Judge Gerard, fresh from 
Berlin, is to-day tellin in America

audiences in 
everywhere that, were the eubmarine dominant, 
and our Navy full fathom five under, Germany 
had meant to occupy New York and Roaton, 
and demand an indemnity sufficient to liquidate 
all her war costs. Just read the part Ireland 
was, and is, expected to play in forwarding this 
little matter. The German Foreign Office early 
in the war circulated a pamphlet, written by 
teventiow, in every section of America. I offer 
as a tract for the times the following sen- 
tences: , 

‘Germany is fighting for her own exielenrce ; 
fighting also for the liberation of the 
The great day of liberation will surely 
come. The conditio sine qua non of that libera- 
tion is the destruction of Britain's maritime 
supremacy. For ns long as Britain rules the 
waves bumanity must remain her slave. This is 
fundamental truth, and another fundamental 
truth ie that Britain’s maritime supremacy can- 
not be destroved until Ireland is a free country. 
Bo long as Ireland remains a British Colony, or 
rather a British fortress, Britain can at any 
time shut off the whole of Northern and Fastern 
Kurope from all aceess to the ocean, even as by 
means of Gibraltar, Port Said, and Aden she 
can close the Mediterranean. Ireland is the key 
of the Atlantic. Release Ireland from bondage 
and the Atlantic is at once opened up te 
Europe. Therefore must Irefand be restored to 
Europe if Europe is to be free. An independent, 
neutral Irieh nation would be the natural bul- 
wark of European liberty in the West. Free- 
dom depends on freedom of the sens, and free- 
dom of the seas depends on the liberation of 
Ireland.” 

Can anyone doubt, now that these words have 
had the time to penetrate and permeate 
America's political philosophy, that the “ libera- 
tion of Ireland” is just the verv last thing 
America wishes—nay, would permit ?.- Yours,

Other reform is well 
nigh bopeloss unless this ev. is cured, You 
cannot get, or, if you do, you cannot keep, an 
able and ambitious man unless you pay him 
well. Why, then, should men of culture and 
ability be attracted by the beggarly stipends 
usually offered?

grants in the proportion of nine to eighty of 
money allotted to England and Wales. Ireland 
is, therefore, entitled to nine-eightiethe of 
£1,283,000 for the current year—i.c., £144,000. 
In addition, the cost of inspection, administra- 
tion, and examinations in England is paid from 
Treasury funds. In Ireland this is defrayed 
from Intermediate funds, which are local and 
not Imperial, and amounts to £25,000. By add- 
ing 000 and £144,000 we get a total of 
£169,000. On the other hand, Irish secondary 
education received from the Treasury £29, 

through the Department for science and draw- 
ing, and through the Intermediate Board the 
teachers’ salaries’ grant of £40,000. This leaves 
as due £100,000. The English grant is paid 
annually, and will imerease. Scotland has 
already been promised her share of new moneys 
under Mr. Fisher's scheme, Only Ireland's share 


has not been secured, 


Mr. Culverwell said at the meeting that it was 
useless to give more money to secondary educa- 
tion under the present system. Are the teachers 
then to wait until a now system is established ? 
Reform is easy in theory, difficult in practice. 
The teachers will not, cause the difficulty, but, 
according to Mr. Culverwell, they must suffer 
for it. Quidquid delirant regra plectuntur 
Achiri. There are two possible ways at present 
by which this £100, can be paid to the 
schools; (1) by addition to the Intermediate 
school grant; (2) by addition to the teachers’ 
salaries grant. There may be legal objections to 
both of these; there are certainly educational 
objections; but in either way the teachers would 
certainly be greatly benefited, and it is the 
teachers who are most in need of help, and 
whom Mr. Fisher wishes to assist.

THE PRICE OF TOBACCO. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—lt is evident that the consumer must 
do something to protect himself againet an in- 
crease in duty being used by the trade to add 
an equal amount to its profits, for it is clear 
that that is what is being done at present. 
One example will suffice. A well-known brand 
of cigarettes was, up to a few days ago, sold 
at a good profit for 5s. 6d. per 100. The 100 
cigarettes did not weigh 41b., so that the in 
creased duty, giving the same good profit, 
should not have raised the price above 6s.; yet 
I am told that the price is now 66. 6d. per 
100 for the same article. The eame remarks 
apply to smoking mixtures. If the Government 
penalise the smoker with duty, they should 
protect him from being victimised by trade 
combines. If they fix a maximum price for 
potatoes, why do they not fix a marimum 
price for tobacoo? The smoker contributes a 
very large eum to the revenue, and is worthy 
of being looked after and protected against 
the increase being doubled upon him. 

Failing such protection, the consumer should 
try to protect himself by forming co-operative 
societies that would purchase tobacco from 
bond and eell it at a fixed price, plus the duty. 
If the Gevernment will do nothing but pile on 
the duty, and allow one of their best rent- 
paying pigs to be fleeced, I would like to see 
either a co-operative society started in Dublin 
or a society that would bind ite members to 
emoke nothing but the plain leaf prepared sa 
the sailors do in the Navy. They get, or used 
to get, the plain leaf served out to them, and 
they prepared it by a simple process them- 
selves. The genuine Navy plug prepared by 
the sailors was by no means too rank or 
etrong for an average emoker, and it wae quite 
pure. If a emall society were formed to em- 
ploy a fow Navy pensioners to tie up the leaf 
straight from bond in the regular Navy 
fashion, I, for one, would emoke nothing else 
till the war is over.—Yours, etc.,

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FOOD ECONOMY IN CORK.

Sin,—In a leading article which appeared in 
your issue of Friday, the 11th inst., it is stated 
that “ at this moment even the Government's 
food regulations are a dead letter outside Dublin 
and Belfast.” This is an injustice to Cork, and 
should be corrected. The writer of the article 
was possibly not aware that many weeks ago 
an influential committee was formed in Cork 
for the purpose of impressing on the public 
generally the urgent necessity of be com- 
pliance with Lord Devonport’s appeal. This 
committee has distributed many thousands of 
leaflets at the doors of the churches of. all 
denominations, and elsewhere. Public meetings 
have taken piace in the smaller towns in the 
county, and at present a series. of cookery 
demonstrations is being held with a view to on- 
abling the public to umke the best and most 
economical use of the available supplies. 

Necessarily, it takes time for the effect of 
such work to become noticeable, but there is no 
doubt that a considerable section of the public 
is honourably and strictly adhering to the scale 
of voluntary rations, and in justice to them it 
should be md ‘out that k does fet de 
serve to be charced with rewarding the Govern- 
ment's regulations as a “ dead letter.’’— Yours,

SIGHT-READING AT THE FEIS CEOIL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—So far as Í know, music is a fine art, 
and the execution and interpretation of any 
musical composition should be decided on 
msihetic principles. Thu method would ensure 
good technique or mechanism, as no art com- 
position ef an interpretative nature could ever 
reach the artstic stage if hampered by 
tochnical inefficiency. In a recent judg- 
ment at the Feis, I heard the examiner 
state that thm singer who was best 
had to take second placo because she could 
not sing at sight. As well as | remember, he 
said that she had the best voice, good tem pera- 
ment, and good execution. Nevertheless, he 
gave the first place to one who was inferior in 
theae pointe because she read at sight. By his se 
doing one might justly infer that sight-reading 
is integral part of artistic expression, and 
that it is absolutely necessary to read at sight 
in order to-give a good rendering. On the con- 
trary, it was the candidate-who could not read 
at sight who gave the best rendering, and the 
adjudicator, by deposing her from first place, 
deliberately glorified the good, useful, mechani- 
cal, time-saving appératus of sight-reading into 
a — superior to @sthetie qualities. 

st | may be misinterpreted, I may add that 
Í am emphatically in favour of sight-reading 
being oe from the very beginning of the 
musical education, but I have nmch sympathy 
with the man who said he could “ sing at sight, 
but not at first aight.” Any candidate who is 
at all nervous must find it very trying to sing 
hefore a Feis audience. The guggestion that 
there should be a preliminary sight-reading test 
before the Feis seems good, and it wou he 
well to have it a month of two earlier. with 
opportunities for a second chance: or, perhapa 
it would be well to have two distinct compet i- 
Lionse—one for reading at sight and the other for 
artistic execution. In this way the public could 
hetter understand the meriia on which the 
medals are awarded.—Yours. ete

Sir,--it ia to be hoped that some of the views 
expressed in your leading article of Saturday on 
the Feis Ceoil may not find many adherents 
Your article complains that úndue importance 
ig assigned to sight-reading fests in conjuno- 
tion with the test pieces. It adds that they 
serve no purpose, Surely sight-reading is a 
guarantees of study and effort? The sight testa 
while affording slight difficulty to the genuine 
student, impose a healthy hamilicap upon the 
competitor who, relying entirely upon executive 
ability, has neglected the very foundation of 
musical art. On looking up the syllabus, I find 
that one of the objects of the Peis Ceoil Aw 
sociation is “the general cultivation of mnsio 
in Ireland,” which assured]!y does not mean the 
awarding of prizes to those who have shirked 
the rudimente of the subject. The intelligent 
rendering of music implies a reasonable know- 
ledge of elementary. theory, just as the recital 
of poetry argues A working aequaintance with 
the alphabet. Any other foundation must he 
insecure, and to award prizes without this oon. 
dition is to bestow spurious honours and to set 
up @ false standard of merit, 

If, however, the chief object of the Associ 
tion is to discover latent talent and to foster 
further effort, the prizes should ha recognised 
not as an end, but as a beginning. They 
should carry with them some stimulant for con- 
tinued study, such as the reduction of fees at 
institutions which provide musical instruction 
upon proper lines. At present there seems to 
be some confusion in this matter, owing, per 
haps, to the somewhat extravagant importance 
attached to the awards. These awards are con- 
clusive evidence that the successful competitors 
performed a prescribed piece at a prescribed 
time better than their rivals, but as an indica. 
tion of general musieal culture they are not 
very convincing, and to relax or abolish the 
sight-reading teste would reduce their .value 
further. 

Your article urges that too much weight has 
been given to the | ore of musical specialists 
who. it admits, “have «pent many years of 
hard work at music, and are themselves good 
sight-readers.”’ It is, indeed, hard to aay whose 
opinion should carry any weight if we are to 
put aside the views of those who, of all people, 
are entitled to speak with the authority of 
knowledge and experience. Tha work the 
Feis Ceoil Committee has been, in some direc- 
tions, of incalenlable benefit to the musical life 
of Ireland. The present arrangements may, 


that, whatever changes may be euggested, the 
sight-reading tests will remain a sine gra non.—

RECRUITS UP TO FIFTY. 

The call for volunteers up to fifty, says The 
Times, is not to be disregarded by any patriot, 
but it will require a good deal more explanation 
if it is to be effective. In the first place, it has 
been issued in a hurry, and without guidance 
for the public. In the second place, it is a half- 
measure where nothing but the most definite 
action will serve. For the first time the War 
Office are looking for recruits of an age which 
is ofiiciatly condemned for active service in the 
field, but they give no indication whatever ot 
the purpose for which they intend to use them. 
Unless the Government are prepared to state 
their real wishes spontaneously and frankly, 
they run a very serious risk of impairing what 
Sir William Robertson has called the 75 per 
eent of our national effort, without materially 
strengthening the 25 per cent. We see no sign, 
in fact, that the decision to raise the age- 
limit is accompanied by either of two essential 
conditions. The first and foremost of these con- 
ditions 1s & clean sheet, so far es the younger 
men are concerned. The second is a plain state- 


ment of the purpose to be served by the new 


category of recruits. If the fittest of them aré 
to go to the trenches, well and good. No man 
need ask for better service. if they are to 
form the basis of a new Home Army, let the 
faci be known, and, in particular, let the old 
Volunicers, who are fast being reorganised by 
Lerd French, understand exactly where their 
duty lies. If, on’ the other hand, the main ob- 
ject of the new appeal is to find substitutes for 
young munition-workers, then Jet it be limited 
to those who can, by any possibility, be of 
service as factory hands. And :f the intention 
is to return laboriously and by stages to the 
state of affairs .which should have existed 
from the very outset—a state of affairs 
in which every fit man, of whatever age, is a 
potential soldier, either serving his fellows in 


the field or on leave for a definite purpose—then 


the sooner the age-limit is raised still further, 
and the sooner service is made universal and 
compulsory, the nearer we shall be both to 
victory and to realising the true democratic 
goctrine of equal sacrifice. 


GERMAN AIR BOASTS. 

The German Press is now making desperate 
efforts to convince the public that Germany 
bas the mastery of the air, especially in the West. 
Ten days ago the Hamburger Nachrichten ad- 
mitted that there are “still” people in Germany 
‘who doubt the trustworthiness of the German 
official publications about the air-fighting,” and 
that there are “many good patriots” w are 
disturbed by “the great difference in the num- 
ber of the machines reported by the Germans 
t- have been shot down and the machines 
stated by the enemies to have been lost.” The 
Hamburger Nachrichten went on to argue that 
Germanys enemies are struggling by conceal- 
ment of their losses to maintain their credit, 
and that it is only the natural circumstances of 
the fighting which prevent the Germans from 
publishing conclusive evidence in support of all 
their claims. It is, however, obvious that pub- 
lic scepticism continues, for the Wolff Bureau 
now issues special communications on the air- 
fighting almost every day. Last Tuesday the 
communiqué made much of the boast that both 
Captain Robinson and Captain Ball, “the two 
best known English airmen,” were overcome by 
Baron von Richthofen’s squadron, 


SOUTH LONGFORD.

French Official —There was artillery action in 
certain sectors of the front. The Serbian Army 
continues to make progress towards Dobropolje 
Enemy reconnaissances south of Makukovo and 
near the right bank of the Vardar were re- 
pulsed. Venezelist troops were in action. 

German Official.—Between Prespa Lake and 
the Vardar, the artillery duel continued lively. 
The enemy, who advanced against our lines at 
some points, was repulsed. ; 

Bulgarian Official.—In the Monastir region 
there was feeble artillery fire. In the Cerna 
Bend several enemy detachments attempted to 
advance against our positions on Height 1050, 
but they were easily repulsed by our fire. 
There was fighting activity on Dobropolje 
throughout the whole day, and ertillery fire 
hecame more violent towards nightfall. Serbian 
units launched three furious attacks, but each 
time they were mown down by our effective fire. 
Those who succeeded in reaching our trenches 
were annihilated at the point of the bayonet 
The brave 32nd Zagora Infantry Regiment, by 
a brilliant counter-attack, definitely drove out 
those Serbian detachments which succeeded, in 
yesterday's fighting, in establishing themselves 
in certain of our trenches. On other sectors of 
the Moglena front we easily repulsed re- 
peated Serbian attacks. Vest of the Vardar 
there was violent fighting throughout the day. 
The enemy several times attempted to attack, 
but each time was obliged by our fire to re- 
trace his sleps. Only towards Bix p-mm., after 
pretty heavy artillery preparation, were the 
French able to start an attack. In several 
consecutive assauliing waves against the 
Jacobina and Bisselhova Heights, south of 
Huma, the attacks, which were repeated several 
times, were driven back with sanguinary losses 
for the French, who were obliged to retreat 
along the whole front of attack.

MEN AND WOMEN THROWN OUT 
OF EMPLOYMENT, 

In connection with the present labour unrest, 
the Government wish it to be clearly under- 
stood that in any firm in which a part only 
of the men have struck work the rest of the 
work of the firm should be kept going as long 
as possible in order to avoid a number of men 
teing thrown out of employment through no 
feult of their own. It is further suggested 
that in cases where women or men are thrown 
cut of work as a result of a strike, and find 
themselves in financial difficulties in consc- 
quence, firms might consider the question of 
making a temporary advance in wages to tide 
the persons concerned over the difficulty. 

A mass meeting of engineers strikers was 
held at Sheffield yesterday. The proceedings 
were private. The Strike Committee reported 
ov the situation in various parts of the coun- 
try and announced that delegates were leaving 
for London, where a national conference is to 
be held.to-day to consider the position. The 
delegates would report to a further mass meet- 
ing at Sheffield on Wednesday afternoon, when

Committee, and they appeared to have serious 
differences with the central trades union execu- 
tive, of há wr the Ministry had no knowledge. 
They seemed to deaire to upset the authority of 
the trade union executives. The strikers were 
particularly affecting such things as big guns, 
tarka, aeroplanes, and motor transport. The 
continuance of the offersive in June and on- 
wards, Dr, Addison said, depends on the things 
now being finished in the shops. They lost three 
weeks over certain important guns at Barrow, 
and the big guns and tanks now being held back

Mr. BONAR LAW, replying to Sir Frederick 
Banbury, said that when he prepared the 
Budget and framed the estimate of 400 millions 
for advances to the Allies during the current 
year, he took into aceount the probability of the 
financial assistance from America. But for the 
fact of American intervention he would have in- 
serted a larger sum. Some of the money 
which the United States was advancing to the 
Allies might be used in repaying the loans we 
had made to them. 

Sir FREDERICK BANBURY protested 
against the fact that the Financial Secretary 
to the Treasury had not a seat in the House. 


TORPEDOING OF HOSPITAL SHIPS. 

Mr. JOYNSON HICKS called attention to the 
torpedoing of hospital ships by the enemy, and 
asked the Leader of the House to make a state- 
ment which would go forth to the world that 
this continued action of the Germans would not 
be allowed to go unpunished. Since the re- 
prisals raid on Freiburg there had been two 
more attacks on hospital ships, and he asked 
whether the Government intended to abide by 
their decision to undertake reprisals on the 
Germans for this grave breach of the decencies 
of international law. 

Mr, BRYCE referred to reports in the 
foreign Press as to the desirability of making 
a separate peace with Austria, and said that 
they were producing a most deplorable impres- 
sion in some of the Allied countries, He 
thought it would have a very good effect in 
Russia if our Government declared that it was 
resolved in no circumstances to conclude a 
separate peaco with Austria. Moreover, he did 
not see how we could make a separate peace 
with Austria, because Germany would not con. 
sent. He believed that these reports wore 
spread by cosmopolitan financiers, who would 
be ruined if the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
were broken up. How anyone could suggest 
that we might make a separate peace with Bul. 
garia he failed to understand, 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION,

It has fallen at least 
sixty per cent., and the business of breeding 
bhloodstock for sale has, on the whole, been 
carried on for the past two years at c ynsider- 
ble loss to the breeder. It may be confidently 
tated that, if racing is to be totally aben- 
doned during the ‘coming summer, those 
hreedera who are dependent solely on their 
industry of bloodstock breeding (and there are 
. so placed) will be completely 
ruined. In the absence of racing, the sales 
of young thoroughbreds will be impossible. 
Manv breedere have already been obliged to 
sell their less valuable mares to meet current 
expenses, and they will soon be obliged to 
flood the market with their best mares. These 
will be bought for export at knock-out prices, 
which will do little to recompense their un- 
fortunate owner, whilemany of courbes: nares 
will be lost to the country.

BLOODSTOCK BREEDERS’ 
PROTEST. 


CONFERENCE AT TATTERSALL'S. 


A largely-attended conference of bloodstock 
breeders of the United Kingdom was held yes- 
terday in the Subscription Room at Tattersall’s, 
London, to consider the effect which the pro- 
hibition of racing would have on the horse 
breeding industry. Lord D’Abernon presided. 


LORD D'ABERNON. 

Lord D’Abernon said the meeting was called 
to try to achieve a practical end—the prevention 
amage to an jodustry in which they 
and which for two hundred 
years or more had been the pride of England 
and the envy of the world. They were being 
made the victims of a hasty decision, a decision 
so hasty that it did not even claim to be sup- 
sorted on grounds of public advantage, but 
w to be defended upon the most flimsy of all 
arguments—the personal and unproved impres- 
sion of what a certain section of the public 
were supposed to wish. He thought it impos- 
sible to have a weaker case than that. Horse 
breeders were willing to make the greatest pos- 
sible sacrifice to assist the national cause, but 
a restriction of this kind could only be justified 
if it fulfilled three conditions. It must be neces- 
sary ‘and effective, and it must not be unduly 
harassing. The measure under discussion, which 
amounted to the total prohibition of racing for 
an indefinite period, did not fulfil any one of 
those conditions. It was not necessary, because 
the avowed object in view could easily be ob- 
tained by other methods. It was not effective 
for the simple reason that it only pretended to 
reduce the consumption of oats to the amount of 
one-sixth of one cargo of one ship. It would 
cause great CE and suffering to a very 
considerable class. This restriction mmposed the 
maximum of disturbance and the maximum of 
loss, and there wag no evidence that any serious 
attempt had been made to achieve the end in 
view in & less ruthless and more intelligent 
manner. The proposal, it had been stated, was 
justified on the grounds that public opinion de- 
manded it; but that was merely an excuse. 
Apart from their own interests, they were en- 
titled to object on national grounds to action 
which gave the world a totally false impression 
both of our moral and material condition, which 
could not fail to encourage the enemy. The 
German Press clearly showed that that had al- 
ready been done. ey contrasted what they 
were doing and what we, by thoir pressure, 
were compelled to give up. ie blood which 
they wo lose they would not be able to 
recover alter the war, and the indispensable 
basis of British pre-eminence would have dia- 
appeared. They further required thatthe rac-

FOOD AND FODDER SHORTAGE 
IN DONEGAL, 


- 


ACTION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past fortnight serious difficulties | 
in regard to the feeding of cattle in certain 
districts of County Donegal have occurred. lt 
was reported to the Department of Agricul- 
ture that animals were dying, or in danger of 
dying. As a matter of fact, over 100 animals 
perished. The difficulty, which was caused by 
the severity of the weather, was Ea met. 
'The Department, co-operating with the military 
authorities, distributed 300 tons of oaten straw, 
300 tons of meadow hay, 60 tons of seed pota- 
toes, and a large quantity of oats to the dis 
tricts. The military authorities cleared the 
Burtonport railway line to secure prompt de- 
livery, and assisted the Department officials in 
the distribution. It is interesting to note that 
the poor people affected did not seek relief, 
but paid in cash a sum of close upon £10,000 for 
what they received. 

Immediately after that crisis was over difficul- 
ties arose as to the supply of human food. 
Indian meal, which is always relied upon at 
this season, had become scaree, potatoes were 
all gone, and the ua had very little to fall 
back upon. Mr. T. W. Russell, M.P., Vice- 
President of the Department, went to Donegal, 
and spent five days in the districts affected for 
the purpose of investigating the facts. He and 
Sir Henry Robinson, who had also been in the 
districts, have laid all the facts before the Go- 
vernment, and it is believed that a solution of 
the difficulty will be speedily found. 


PUBLIC MEALS ORDER. 


By the Public Meals Order No. 2, 1917, issued 
last night, the Food Controller abolishes the 
meatless day in hotels, restaurants, clubs, etc., 
and the meat allowance per week for consump- 
tion in places of FS eating is increased 
accordingly.

PREPARING FOR NATIONAL SERVICE. 


The usual weokly meeting at luncheon oí the 
members of the Dublin Ketary Club took place 
esterday at the Central Hotel, Exchequer é 
r BB, SS Swirled, eag “AC in the chair. The 
Club had as chief gue BR. G. Knowles, the 
world-renowned comediag, and member of the Lon- 
don Retary Club 

The President having announced the introduction 
of some new members, then referred te an igter- 
view which they had had a week ago with the 
Lrish Director 7 National Service. Certain arrange- 
ments had been made between the Secretary (Mr. 
MeConnel!) and the Director. Mr. G@ Neill said 
he wanted men to go to certain parts of the Count‘cs 
of Dublin, Meath, Westmeath, Wexford, and Kil- 
dare, these being the counties that would require 
such service as the members of the Club could give. 
The Director wanted men who would supervise
